In submitting the detailed ana- 
lysis to the White House, Clif- 


ford J. Durr, Guild president and 
former member of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
called on the President to ap- 
point a group of distinguished 
private citizens to investigate 
FBI practices. To be effective, 
he said, the group should have 
executive authority ‘to summons 
officials of the agency for inter- 
rogation, and should have access 
to its files. 

Violations Charged by Guild. 

The guild flatly accused the 
FBI of engaging consistently in 
practices which violate federal 
law, including extensive  wire- 
tapping, the opening of mail, and 
illegal searches. Pointing out 
that the agency has never been 
investigated, it said that light 
was shed on the FBI's secret 
practices for the first time in 
FB! history when confidential 
files were ordered in evidence in 
the Coplon case. 

When it became known in 
Washington early last week that 
the National Lawyers’ Guild was 
about to issue its report, Repre- 
sentative Nixon, a Republican 
member of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, pub- 
licly demanded a committee in- 
vestigation of the guild. The com- 
mittee several years ago cited the 
guild as a Communist-front or- 
ganization, but it hds never been 
listed by the Attorney-General’s 
office as a subversive group.

It is unlikely that President 
Truman will pay any attention to 
the guild report. At news confer- 
ences in the past he has indicated 
he has full confidence in Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI. 
Similarly Truman last year took 
no cognizance of a demand by 
the anti-Communist Americans 
far Democratic Action for an in- 
quiry into FBI practices.

PHONE UNION PLANS 


TO JAM LINES IN 
EVENT OF STRIKE, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The CIO Communications Work- 
ers of America said today a na- 
tion-wide telephone strike seems 
inevitable and threatened to back 
it with a new strike technique— 
jamming the phone lines. 

The union asked its parent CIO 
organization to arrange, in the 
event of a strike, for CIO's 6,000,- 
000 estimated members to flood 
the phone system with calls to 
break down automatic equipment. 
The CWA has threatened to call 
a nation-wide walkout of 300,000 
telephone operators and equip- 
ment caretakers and installers at 
any time. The union is asking 
for higher wages, a 35-hour week, 
pension improvements and short- 
ened apprentice periods.

OF FRAUD AFTER 
3-MONTH TRIAL 


U.S. Jury Deliberates 17 
Hours— Member Says 
Intent to Defraud Was 
Main Question Con- 
sidered. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23 (AP)—Pres- 
ton Tucker, former head of the 
bankrupt Tucker Corporation, ana 
seven associates in a $28,000,000 
venture to mass produce a rear- 
engine automobile were found not 
guilty yesterday of Government 
charges of fraud. 

A United S‘ates District Court 
jury returned the verdict for 
Tucker and the other defendants 
on charges of mail fraud, con- 
spiracy, and violation of federal 
securities regulations in promot- 
ing manufacture and sale of the 
auto. 

The jury which heard the Gov- 
ernment’s 73 witnesses in the 
three-month trial reached its ver- 
dict on the fourth ballot after 17 
hours of deliberation. 

Defense Contention. 

The case had gone to the jury 
at 10:55 Saturday without any of 
the defendants or witnesses in 
their behalf offering testimony. 
Defense attorneys contended sim- 
ply that the Government had not 
proved any of the charges in its 
3l-count indictment. 

Tucker, 46 years old, was pres- 
ident and board chairman of the | 
corporation from the time he 
launched it in 1947 until it sank 
into bankruptcy last March. 

Other defendants acquitted 
were Fred Rockelman, 63, execu- 
tive vice president; Robert Pierce, 
50, treasurer; Mitchell W. Dulian, 
55, sales manager; Otis Radford, 
45, a former treasurer; Floyd D. 
Cerf, 60, underwriter of a $17,- 
500,000 stock issue; Harold A. 
Karsten, 58, an assistant in the 
early promotion, and Cliff 
Knoble, 59, advertising manager. 

The Government contended the 
venture was a confidence game 
conspiracy and it introduced more 
than 1000 exhibits. It pointed 
out that the corporation produced 
less than 50 cars, all of them 
hand-built and lacking mdny fea- 
tures advertised as sensational im- 
provements in automotive en- 
gineering. 

The company advertised a hy- 
draulic torque converter, air- 
cooled disc brakes, and an air- 
cooled engine embodying a revo- 
lutionary fuel injection princi- 
ple. The Government described 
ns advertising as “a pack of 

es.” 

The defense argued, however, 
that high-speed assembly line pro- 
duction was not attained because 
of Government investigations 
which hampered progress. There 
were hints that some of the in- 
vestigations, at least, were in- 
spired by the established automo- 
bile industry because it feared 
Tucker competition. 

There might have been some 
mismanagement, too, the defense 
contended, but of fraud and crim- 
inal intent there was none. 

The company had taken over 
the huge war-time Dodge plant 
in Chicago and had negotiated 
with Government agencies for a 
war-time surplus steel plant in 
which to produce its own supply. 

Tucker called the verdict a “‘vic- 
tory for the stockholders and deal- 
ers of the corporation as well as 
far free enterprise.” He said he 
would be glad to “co-operate in 
every way I can in reorganization 
plans.”

Traffic Movement.

BERLIN, Jan. 23 (AP)—Soviet 
technicalities crippled Berlin 
truck traffic to west Germany to- 
day and delayed three American 
military trains during the night. 

The military trains were stalled, 
with delays up to six hours at 
Helmstedt, on the Soviet zone 
frontier, by Russian investigation 
of travel papers of three non- 
American passengers. After a 
‘telephone call to United States 
Army headquarters at Heidelberg, 
Soviet officials dropped their in- 
quiry and the trains proceeded. 

Passengers riding-in the Ameri- 
can military coaches were identi- 
fied as a German, a Brazilian and 
an Italian. They were not re- 
moved by the Russians. 

Long Line of Halted Trucks. 

The Russians were relaxing 
somewhat their squeeze on trucks 
carrying cargo between western 
Germany and Berlin, started yes- 
terday by high Soviet officers. 
This afternoon they were letting 
13 trucks through their check- 
point at Helmstedt as compared 
to four an hour during the night. 

The effect of the increased rate 
was scarcely noticeable, however, 
in the mile-and-a-half long line 
of halted trucks waiting passage 
through the Soviet zone to Bérlin. 
An official said that normally 30 
trucks an hour should pass 
through the checkpoint. 

Truck traffic also was disrupted 
at Luebeck, on the second most 
important route to Berlin. 

The harassment of Berlin high- 
way supply lines appeared to be 
a Soviet reprisal for the Ameri- 
can seizure of a Berlin railway 
building from the Russians last 
week. After holding the build- 
ing for four days with German 
police, Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, United States commander 
in Berlin, evacuated it Saturday. 

Reliable American sources said 
the building’s seizure had been.a 
blunder without the Missouri- 
born Taylor’s prior knowledge. 
Elevated railway service in the 
Western Allied sectors of Berlin 
was drastically reduced at Soviet 
order until the Americans’ backed 
down but it was restored to nor- 
mal today. 

The snarl of truck movements 
on the Soviet zone frontier was 
caused by suddenly increased 
Russian demands for a variety of 
shipping documents. 


Air Lift Planes “Ready.” 

Seemingly concerned that the 
Soviet command might be tempt- 
ed to impose another blockade 
of Berlin, a United States Air 
Force spokesman at Weisbaden 
announced today that six squad- 
rons of American cargo planes 
“are ready to go if needed” in a 
new air lift. 

He said west Berlin has a 90- 
day stockpile of food and fuef. 
Within that period, he added, a 
“full scale” air lift could be in 
operation again—like the air lif 
that supplied Berlin for nearly a 
year before the land blockade

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Jan. 23 
(UP)—Rebel United Mine Work- 


ers forces sent picket bands scout- 
ing through the coal fields today 


to end wildcat “no contract—no 
work” strikes in five states. 

Lewis sent orders to the 94,000 
miners, who quit work last week, 
directing them to return to the 
UMW’s three-day week, but. 57,- 
500 still refused to work. Many 
of the miners were destitute, but 
still defiant. 

The rebel pickets gathered at 
the mine entrances early today, 
turning back miners who had vot- 
ed to work, The pickets persuaded 
them that only a full-scale strike 
could break the deadlocked con- 
tract dispute. 

Figures on Number of Idle. 

Hardest hit was western 
Pennsylvania, where 25,000 of the 
district’s 50,000 workers were 
idle. An estimated 10,000 of 
Ohio’s 16,000 soft coal miners re- 
fused to cross picket lines. About 


15,000 of West Virginia’s 118,000 
miners stayed out, and 1000 Ken- 
tucky miners failed to report. Of 
Alabama’s 20,000 miners, 6500 
were idle. 

Biggest center of the rebellion 
was UMW District 4 surrounding 
Uniontown, Pa.2 UMW district of- 
ficers had “laid down the law” to 
local union officers during the 
weekend, but this morning only 
two mines in the district worked. 

In the Fairmont (W. Va.) area, 
where UMW officers believed the 
back of the revolt had been 
broken, holdout pickets closed 
eight’ mines of Pittsburgh Con- 
solidation Coal Co. and two of 
Christopher Coal Co. 

Situation Around Pittsburgh. 


In UMW District 5, surround- 
ing Pittsburgh, the UMW drive 
to end the walkout met with more 
success. All but 5000 of the 28,000 
men in the district were back at 
work.

AUTOPSY “PERFORMED 
IN MERGY-KILLING CASE 


Body of New Hampshire 
Woman Disinterred at Re- 
quest of Doctor’s Counsel. 


MANCHESTER, N.H., Jan. 23 
(AP)—Medical experts conferred 
today on the results of an autopsy 
on the body of Mrs. Abbie C. Bor- 
roto, whose death brought a 
“mercy killing” charge against Dr. 
Hermann N, Sander. 

Counsel for Dr. Sander,. await- 
ing trial on a first-degree mur- 
der indictment, was silent on the 
outcome of the conference. 

DF Richard Ford, head of the 
legal medicine department at Har- 
vard University and Massachusetts 
state pathologist, performed the 
10-hour autopsy on the remains, 
which were exhumed yesterday. 

The body was disinterred at the 
request of defense attorneys and 
taken to Hillsboro Hospital for 
the autopsy. 

Louis Wyman, attorney for Dr. 
Sanders, said the results of the 
autopsy would not be disclosed 
prior to Dr. Sander’s trial, sched- 
uled to open here Feb. 20. 

Dr. Ford told reporters he 
would be a defense witness al- 
though “I am opposed to euthana- 
sia on moral grounds.” The re- 
nowned physician said his inter- 
est in the case was confined to 
“such scientific knowledge as I 
possess ... on the subject of air 
embolism as a possible cause of 
Mrs. Borroto’s death.” 

Dr. Sander pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of murder by inject- 
ing air into Mrs. Borroto’s veins 
as she lay mortally ill with cancer. 

Attending the autopsy were Dr. 
Albert Helprin, deputy chief med- 
ical examiner in charge of New 
York City’s morgue; Dr. Ralph 
Mellor of Dartmouth Oellege, New 
Hampshire State pathologist, state 
police officials, and opposing 
counsel. 

The state’s chief prosecutor, At- 
torney General William L. Phin- 
ney, said the state did not seek 
an autopsy because the embalm- 
ing of the body erased evidence 
which wold have aided the Gov- 
ernment’s case. ‘He explained that 
in the embalming process blood 
is drained from the body and 


t formaldehyde is substituted. 


He said the state had no objec- 
tion to the defense conducting the 


autopsy.

1. Cut seven excise, or 
“sales” levies. Without saying 
how much he would cut them, 
he mentioned taxes on trans- 
portation of freight (now 3 per 
cent) and passengers (15 per 
cent), long-distance telephone 
and telegraph bills (25 per 
cent) and toilet preparations, 
luggage and handbags (20 per 
cent). . 

2. Make up for these cuts by 
closing “loopholes” in present 
laws.

3. Increase corporation taxes 
and revise estate and gift taxes 
so as to bring one billion dol- 
lars a year more revenue to the 
Government. 


MATTHEWS TELLS 
HOW COMMISSION

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Navy Matthews 
said that a White House aid, with- 
out his knowledge, delivered to 
Adm.

INCREASED LEVIES 
ON CORPORATIONS, 
ESTATES, GIFTS 


President Warns of Veto 
If Slashes Are Not Bal- 
anced by Rises, Makes 
No Prediction on Bal- 
anced Budget.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—Presi- 
dent Truman asked Congress to- 
day to approve new legislation 
that would add a net billion dol- 
lars a year to federal revenues. 

In a message notable for gener- 
alities rather than specific recom- 
mendations, he called for reduc- 
tion of excise or sales taxes, for 
closing of loopholes through which 
hundreds of millions of dollars 


have been lost to the Treasury 
and for increased levies on gifts, 
inheritances and corporation in- 
come. 


No Rise in Income Tax. 

He did not ask for increases 
on personal income, and he held 
out a helping hand to business 
and the lower-income groups by 
saying: 

“I believe that reductions are 
most urgently needed in the ex- 
cise taxes on transportation of 
property, transportation of per- 
sons, long-distance telephone 
and telegraph communications 
and the entire group of retail 
excises, including such items as 
toilet preparations, luggage and 
handbags.” 

Defending his own budgeted ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, he said: 

“It will require wisdom and 
courage to find and hold fast to 
the course of wise economy with- 
out straying into the fields of 
foolish budget slashes.” 

He did not predict when the 
budget would be balanced, noting 
that “maintenance of a sound 
fiscal position on the part of the 
Government is a long-range mat- 
ter,” and added: 

“Nothing could be more fool- 
hardy than to attempt to bring 
about a balanced budget in 1951 
by measures that would make it 
impossible to maintain a balanced 
budget in the following year.” 

Threat of Veto. 

The Chief Executive made two 
threats: 

1. “I wish to make it very 
clear that I could not approve 
excise tax reductions unless 
they are accompanied by provi- 
sion for replacement of the 
revenue loss, because I am con- 
vinced that sound fiscal cy 
will not permit a weake of 
our tax system at this time, 
Under present conditions we 
cannot afford to reduce excise 
taxes first, in the hope that ac- 
tion will be taken later to make 
up for the loss in revenue.” 

2. “I would not hesitate, if 
strong inflationary or deflation- 
ary forces should appear, to 
support the use of all measures, 
necessary to meet the situation,

O the Congress of the United States: | 
The tax policy of the United States Government is of major | 


significance to the national welfare. Taxes are the means by 
which our people pay for the activities of the Government which 


are necessary to our survival and 


about federal tax policy should be made in full recognition of the 
economic and budgetary situation, and should contribute to our 
national objectives of economic growth and broader opportunities 


for all our citizens. 


At the present time, I believe 
we should make some revisions 
in our tax laws to improve the 
fairness of the tax system, te 
bring in some additional reve- 
nue, and to strengthen our 
economy. 

Our general objective should 
be a tax system which will yield 
sufficient revenue in times of 
high employment, production, and 
national income to meet the 
necessary expenditures of the 
Government and leave some sur- 
plus for debt reduction. In the 
budget message, I estimated that 
receipts in the fiscal year 1951 
will fall short of meeting expend- 
itures by 5.1 billion dollars. This 
deficit will be due largely to the 
short-sighted tax reduction enact- 
ed by the Eightieth Congress, and 
to the present necessity for large 
expenditures for national security 
and world peace. Moreover, ow- 
ing to the time lag between 
corporation earnings and tax pay- 
ments, the 1949 decline in corpo- 
ration profits will be reflected in 
lower tax receipts in the fiscal 
year 1951. 

The policies I am recom- 
mending to the Congress are 
designed to reduce the deficit 
and bring about a budgetary 
balance as rapidly as we can 
safely do so. These policies 
are three-fold: First, to hold ex- 
penditures to the lowest level. 
consistent with tle national in- 
terest; second, to encourage and 
stimulate business! expansion 
which will result in more reve- 
nue; and third, te make a num- 
ber of changes in the tax laws 
which will bring in some net 
additional revenue and at the 
same time improve the equity 
of our tax system.

I have recently transmitted to 
the Congress a budget containing 


recommendations for appropria-| gr 


tions and estimates of expendi- 

tures for the fiscal year 1951.

- budget was carefully prepared 

with a view toward holding ex- 

penditures to the lowest possible 

levels consistent with the require- 

ments of national security, world 

peace, economic growth and the 
well-being of our people. 
Up To Congress. 

The decisions of the Congress, 
as well as unpredictable changes 
in circumstances over the next 1 
months, may alter in many par- 
ticulars the character and amount 
of the expenditures contemplated 
in this budget. Nevertheless, I 
believe the estimates contained in 
the budget represent the most 
realistic. appraisal that it is pos- 
sible to make at this time of the 
necessary expenditures in 1951. I 
believe the Congress will general- 
ly concur in this view after it has 
had an opportunity to consider 
these estimates carefully.

omy. A recession in economic 
activity would call for increased 
government expenditures at the 
same time that revenues were 
reduced, thus creating greater 
budget deficits. 

At the present time, the econo- 
my of the United States is grow- 
ing, and we have every reason to 
expect it to continue to expand 
if we follow the right policies. It 
is largely the task of private busi- 
ness to achieve this growth. The 
Government, however, can and 
should contribute to it. Through 
such co-operation, national em- 
ployment and income will grow. 
This will result, in time, in in- 
creasing government revenues. 

Budget Affects Economy. 

Just as the condition of our 
national economy has an over- 
riding effect upon; our efforts to 
balance the budget, so do our 
policies for managing the federal 
budget have a decisive effect 
upon the national economy. Dras- 
tic reductions in federal expendi- 
tures in the wrong places and at 
the wrong time could have serious 
disruptive effects throughout our 
economy. 

Government revenue policies 
are as important in our economy 
as government expenditure poli- 
cies. Events of the last few years 
have proved that our economy can 
grow and prosper, and that em- 
ployment, production and in- 
comes can increase, at the same 
time that individuals and busi- 
nesses are paying taxes which are 
high by prewar standards. How- 
ever, taxes can and do have an 
important effect upon business 
conditions and economic activity. 
It should be our constant objec- 
tive to improve our tax system so 
that the required revenues can be 
obtained without impairing the 
private initiative and enterprise 
essential to continued economic 


owth., 
We should always keep in 
mind that the maintenance of a 
sound fiscal position on the part 
of the Governmené is a long- 
range matter. Nothing could be 
more foolhardy than to attempt 
to bring about a balanced bud- 
get in 195] by measures that 
would make it impossible to 
maintain a balanced budget in 
the following years. 

Third, as to changes in the tax 
laws. 

If, over the next few years, we 
hold expenditures to the mini- 
mum necessary levels and at the 
same time follow policies which 
contribute to stable economic 
growth, we can look forward to 
steady progress toward a bal- 
anced budget. Nevertheless, we 
should not rely only upon budg- 
etary economy and upon eco- 
nomic expansion to produce a 


have been increased. A tax con- 
cession to a favored few is always 
unfair, but it becomes a gross 
injustice against the rest of the 
population when tax rates are 
high. The case for the elimina- 
tion of these inequities would be 
strong even if there were no need 
for replacement revenue. It is 
compelling when excise relief de- 
pends on it. 

I know of no loophole in the 
tax laws so inequitable as the 
excessive depletion exemptions 
now enjoyed by oil and mining 
interests. : 

Under these exemptions, large 
percentages of the income from 
oil and mining properties es- 
cape taxation, year after year. 
Owners of mines and oil wells 
are ppefmitted, after deducting 
all ‘costs of doing business, to 
exclude from taxation on ac- 
count of depletion as much as 
half of their net income. In the 
case of ordinary businesses, in- 
vestment physical assets is 
recovered tax-free through de- 
preciation deductions. When the 
original investment has been 
recovered, a depreciation de- 
duction is no longer allowed 
under the tax laws. In the case 
of oil and mining business, how- 
ever, the, depletion exemption 
goes on and on, year after year, 
even though the original in- 
vestment in the property has 
already been recovered tax 
free, not once but many times 
over. 

Originally introduced as a 
moderate measure to stimulate 
essential production in the first 
World War, this special treat- 
ment has been extended during 
later years,. At the present time, 
these exemptions, tosether with 
another preferential provision 
which permits oil-well investment 
costs to be immediately deducted 
from income regardless of source, 
are allowing individuals to build 
up vast fortunes, with little more 
than token contributions to tax 
revenues. 

Example of Injustice. 

For example, during the five 
years 1943 to 1947, during which 
it was necessary to collect an in- 
come tax from people earning less 
than $20 a week, one oil operator 
was able, because of these loop- 
holes, to develop properties yield- 
ing nearly $5,000,000 in a single 
year without payment of any in-

I am well aware that these tax 
privileges are sometimes defend- 
ed on the grounds that they en- 
courage ‘the production of «stra- 
tegic minerals. It is true that we 
wish to encourage such produc- 
tion. But the tax bounties dis- 
tributed under present law bear 
only a haphazard relationship to 
our read need for proper incen- 
tives to encourage the explora- 
tion, development and conserva- 
tion of our mineral resources. A 
forward-looking resources pro- 
gram does not require that we 
give hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars annually in tax exemptions 
to a favored few at the expense 
of the many. 


Some tax loopholes have also 
been developed through the 
abuse of the tax exemption 
accorded educational and char- 
itable organizations. It has 
properly been the policy of the 
Federal Government since the 
beginning of the income tax te 
encourage the development of 
these organizations. That policy 
should not be changed. But the 
few glaring abuses of the tax 
exemption privilege should be 
stopped. 


Responsible educational leaders 
share in the concern about the 
fact that an exemption intended 
to protect educational activities 
has been misused in a few in- 
stances to gain competitive ad- 
vantage over private enterprise 
through the conduct of business 
and industrial operations entirely 
cigs to educational activi- 

es. 

Cloak for Other Purposes. 

There are also instances where 
the exemption accorded charitable 
trust funds has been used as a 
cloak for speculative business ven- 
tures, and the funds intended for 
charitable purposes, buttressed by 
tax exemption, have been used to 
acquire or retain control over a 
wide variety of industrial enter- 
prises. 
| Thees and other unintended ad- 
vantages can and should be re- 
moved without jeopardizing the 
basic purposes of those organiza- 
tions which should rightly be 
aided by tax exemption. 


A problem exists also with re- 
spect to life insurance com- 
panies. The tax laws have al- 
ways accorded favorable treat- 
ment to the income received by 
individuals from life insurance 
policies and have made special 
provision for the taxation of 
life insurance companies. As a 
result of a quirk in the present 
law, however, life insurance 


companies have unintentionally 
been relieved of income taxes 
since 1946. This anomalous 
situation has meant that neither 
the companies nor their policy 
holders have paid taxes on 
more than 1.5 billion dollars of 
investment income per year, 
derived from productive assets 
worth about 60 billion dollars. 
I understand that the commit- 
‘tee on Ways and Means of the 
House of Representatives has al- 
ready undertaken to correct this 
situation for the past years. [I 
urge that steps also be taken to 
dévelop a permanent system for 
the taxation of life insurance 
companies which will remove the 
inequities of under-taxation in 
this field without impairing the

All these loopholes have been 
under joint study by the Treas- 
ury Department and the staff of 
the Congressional Joint Commit- 
tee on Internal Revenue Taxation. 
A practical program which would 
go far toward closing these loop- 
holes can be enacted during the 
present session of the Congress. 
This would be a substantial step 
toward increasing the fairness of 
our tax system, and should add 
several hundred million dollars to 
its yield — sufficient revenue to 
permit substantial excise tax re- 
duction where it is most urgently 
needed. 


I wish to make it very clear 
that I could not approve excise 
tax reductions unless they were 
accompanied by provision for 
replacement of the revenue 
lost, because I am convinced 
that sound fiscal policy will not 
permit a weakening of our tax 
system at this time. Under 
present conditions, we cannot 
afford to reduce excise taxes 
first, in the hope that action 
will be taken later to make up 
for the loss in revenue. 

Second, I recommend that 
the Congress enact legislation 
to provide one billion dollars 
in additibnal revenue, by revis- 
ing and improving the estate 
and gift tax and the corporation 
tax laws. I believe that, under 
present economic conditions, 
this amount of additional rev- 
enue represents a proper bal- 
ance between the objective of 
balancing the budget as soon 
as possible and the objective of 
co-ordinating tax adjustments 
with the requirements of con- 
tinued prosperity. 

A substantial part of the addi- 
tional revenue should be obtained 
from revision of the estate and 
gift tax laws. 

Yield Cut by a Third. 

The Revenue Act of 1948 re-| 

duced the yield of the estate and 


$300,000,000. Even before that 
act, estate and gift tax yields 
were out of line with other rev- 
enues, and that act made the situ- 
ation worse. 

In originally enacting the estate 
tax in 1916, the Congress pointed 
out that “our revenue system 
should be more evenly and equit- 
ably balanced” and that a “larger 
portion of our necessary rev- 
enues” should be collected from 


ing most protection from the Gov- 
ernment.’ Our estate and gift 
tax laws at present fall far short 
of this objective. They now pro- 
duce less than 2 per cent of in- 
ternal revenues, compared with 7 
per cent 10 years ago. To the 
extent that these taxes remain too 
low, the remainder of our tax 
structure must bear a dispropor- 
tionate load. 

The low yield frdm the estate 
and gift taxes is due to serious 
weaknesses in the present law. 

These weaknesses include ex- | 
cessive exemptions, unduly low 
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away $180,000 to his wife and 
three children, over a five-year 


difference in tax, whether it de- 
pends upon fortuitous circum- 
stances or the caliber of legal 
counsel, is obviously unwarranted. 

To strengthen the estate and 
gift tax laws, several steps are 
necessary. The laws concerning 
the taxation of transfers by gift 
and by bequest, by outright dis- 
position and through life es- 
tates, meed to be co-ordinated 
to provide uniform treatment 
and a base for more effective 
taxation. In addition, the pres- 
ent exemptions should be re- 
duced and the rates should be 
revised. These changes will not 
only bring in more revenue, but 
they will also improve the fair- 
ness of the estate and gift tax 
laws and bring these taxes 
nearer to their proper long- 
term place in our tax system. 

fhe rest of the additional rev- 
enue should be obtained from ad- 
justments in the corporation in- 
come tax. At the same time, cer- 
tain ‘improvements should‘ be 
made in this tax. 

I recommend a moderate in- 
crease in the tax rate applic- 
able to that part of a corpora- 
tion’s income which is in ex- 
cess of $50,000. At the same 
time, I recommend that the tax 
rate on corporate income be- 
tween $25,000 and $50,000, 
which is now taxed at the ex- 
eessively high “notch” rate of 
53 per cent, be reduced to the 
same rate that applies above 
$50,000. 

These changes in the tax rate 
structure would go far toward re- 
moving the handicaps which the 
present law places upon the ex- 
pansion of small corporations. The 
removal of the excessive “notch” 
rate would reduce the taxes paid 
by medium-sized corporations 
whose continued growth is so es- 
sential to the dynamic expansion 
of our economy. The existing fa- 
vorable tax rates for small cor- 
porations with incomes below 
$25,000 would be retained. The 
tax increase would be confined to 
a than one-tenth of all corpora- 

ons. 


Loss Carry-Over Provision. 

Furthermore, I recommend that 
the loss carry-forward provision 
be extended from two to five 
years to provide more scope for 
offsetting losses of bad years 
against profits of subsequent 
years. This extension will give 
increased incentive to business 
investment affected by uncertain 
profit expectations. It will be 
particularly helpful to new busi- 
nesses which, under the present 
provision permitting losses to be 
carried forward only two years, 
may be required to pay taxes 


over a period of several years 
during which they actually suf- 
fer a net loss. 

At the same time that we make 


concerning income 
derived from foreign investments 
and personal services abroad.

We have come through the war 
and a difficult transition period 
with the financial strength of 
our Government maintained and 
an economy producing far above 
prewar levels.

Use ef Capital Gains Tax. 


The present capital gains tax 
is a maximum of 25 per cent, 
while income taxes go as high as 
91 per cent on income over $200.- 
. Truman pointed to the use 
of this loophole: 

“As one example, under pres- 
ent law producers of motion pic- 
tures and their star players have 
attempted to avoid taxes by cre- 
ating temporary corporations 
which are dissolved after making 
one film. By this device, their 
income from making the film, 
which ought to be taxed at the 
individual income tax rates, 
would be taxed only at the cap- 
ital gains rate. Thus, they might 
escape as much as two thirds of 
the tax they should pay.” 

Closing of these various loop- 
holes, he said, “should add sev- 
eral hundred million dollars to its 
yield—sufficient revenue to per- 
mit substantial excise tax reduc- 
tion where it is most needed.” 

Aids to Small Business. 

As aids to small business, Tru- 
man recommended two changes 
which would reduce federal col- 
lections by a small amount. These 
have been urged by the Commit- 
tee on Economic Development. 

The first would eliminate the 
“notch” rate of 53 per cent on 
cerporation income between $25.,- 
000 and $50,000 a year. The pres- 
ent law calls for a maximum rate 
of 25 per cent on the first $25,000 
of income and the 53 per cent 
rate applies to the varying 
amounts between $25,000 and 
$50,000. It was written in the 
present law so that a corporation 
having an income say of $48,000 
would pay in proportion to a 
corporation having an income of 
$52,000. 

In recommending a “moderate 
increase” in the rate on corpora- 
tion income in excess of $50,000, 
Truman said the “notch” rate 
should be reduced to the same 
rate that applies above $50,000. 
He called for retention of “the 
existing favorable rates” for 
small corporations with incomes 
below $25,000. 

The second change proposed 
would extend the so-called “loss 
carry-forward” provisions from 
two to five years so that a busi- 
ness man could offset losses of 
bad years against profits of sub- 
sequent years. 

Truman warned that even if all 
his recommendations were enact- 
ed, the net increase in taxes 
would not bring in “any substan- 
tial increase in receipts in the 
fiscal year 1951,” but he added 
that they would result in larger 
sevenues in subsequent years.

As the House met, Representa- 
tive Roosevelt (Dem.-Lib.), New 
York, filed with the clerk a peti- 
tion to bring FEPC to a vote by 
forcing the bill out of the Rules 
Committee. It would require the 
signatures of a majority, or 218 
members, to bring it to the floor. 

Rayburn told reporters that 
Alaska statehood was promised in 
the Democratic party platform 
and indicated he would follow a 
policy of putting platferm pledges 
ahead in his control of legislation. 

FEPC is also in the platform. 
But there are enough other plat- 
form-indorsed measures so that 
Rayburn could keep the House 
working on them and still delay 
FEPC a long time. 

Rayburn was at the White 
House for President Truman's 
usual weekly conference with 
legislative leaders today. He said 
he had received no presidential 
orders to call up the FEPC bill. 

Appearing before the Senate 
Banking Committee today Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Snyder in- 
dorsed a proposed bill to raise 
from $5000 to $10,000 the maxi- 
mum individual bank deposit 
which can be insured by the fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion. 

Steel Price Inquiry. 

A congressional staff report 
said today the net income of 50 
steel companies increased from 
$264,525,016 in 1946 to $542,085,- 
610 last year. 

The report was prepared at the 
direction of Chairman O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee. To- 
morrow this group begins a public 
inquiry into steel price increases. 
The first witness is scheduled to 
be Benjamin Fairless, president 
of the United States Steel Corp. 

The report said ‘the figures, 
‘ compiled by the Federal Trade 
Commission, showed that the rate 
of return on steel investments 

“was higher in 1948 than in any 
years since 1917” for the 10 larg- 
est companies. 

It said a price increase last 
December was the fifth major 
boost since the beginning of 1946, 
noting that industry compilations 
showed finished steel prices had 
climbed 55.2 per cent since 1939. 
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TUCSON, Ariz., Jan. 23 (AP)— 
Justice William O. Douglas of the 
Supreme Court of the United

SUGAR TREATMENT 
FOR CANCER SHOWS 
POSSIBILITIES 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORE, Jan. 23 (AP)— 
The American Cancer Society to- 
day announced a drug treatment 
for cancer which it said has kept 
a few persons comfortable and 
productive for four years. All 
had been given only a few months 
to live. 

The treatment is a polysaccha- 
ride, a complex form of sugar, 


obtained from germs known as 
bacillus prodigiosus. The an- 
nouncement was credited to Dr. 
Hugh J. Creech, of the Institute 
for Cancer Research at Philadel- 
phia, which has been working for 
four years on this cancer sugar. 
“More than 130 far-advanced 
cancer patients have been treat- 
ed,”” said today’s announcement. 
“None is considered permanertly 
cured. Most of them seemed to 
receive at least slight benefit. 
Between 20 and 30 per cent were 
helped in one or more of several 


peared, weight increased, appetite 
returned, more or less normal ac- 
tivity was resumed and there was 
a sense of well-being.” 

Dr. Creech said “about 25” of 
the persons treated are still alive 
“and these people are just being 
held temporarily. They might 
live another month, six months 
or even two years.

“Most of the work has gone 
back to the research laboratory,” 
Dr. Creech said. “We are going 
to try to improve the present 
preparation.” 

What this sugar treatment will 
lead to was not predicted, but Dr.

COUNTY TRANSIT 
LOST $41,237 IN 
1949, BOARD TOLD 


Figure Presented at Hear- 
ing on Changes in Bus 
Routes to End Competi- 


tion. 


St. Louis County Transit Co. 
lost $41,237 in 1949, Arthur Ban- 
gert, vice president and general 
manager of the utility, reported 
today. Revenue was listed at 
$1,264,254, while operating ex- 
penses totaied $1,278,788 and in- 
terest payments added $26,703 to 
overhead. 

The figures were in an exhibit 
presented to the Missouri Public 
Service Commission at a hearing 
on the plan for rearrangement of 
of bus and streetcar lines to 
eliminate competition with St. 
Louis Public Service Co. routes. 
The two utilities presented direct 
evidence at a hearing in Jeffer- 
son City last month, and sessions 
in the City Hall at Clayton are 
now being devoted to © cross- 
examination of witnesses. 

St. Louis County Transit seeks 
to discontinue service on the Kin- 
loch line and portions of the Flor- 
rissant - Ferguson - Wheaton, Jen- 
nings and St. Charles road lines. 
Under cross-examination, Bangert 
said revenue on these lines in 
1949 was $154,219 less than in 
1948. 

The company lost $10,974 last 
year in operating busses between 
Ferguson and Wellston, while the 
net loss on the entire Florissant- 
Ferguson-Wheaton line was $3045, 
he added. Abandonment of the 
Ferguson-Wellston section would 
transform the net loss into a 
profit of $7750, Bangert asserted. 

The proposed changes would 
mean a fare increase for some 
passengers but a reduction for 
others, the commission was told. 
The village of Berdell Hills, de- 
prived of direct service, would 
have to rely on Public Service 
Co.’s Ferguson line, three-fourths 
of a mile distant, Bangert con- 
ceded, and residents of Kinloch 
would be one-half a mile from 
the nearest transportation.

large. Reporting on a study of 
16 FBI investigations out of 28 
submitted at the Coplon trial, it 
declared that none of the 16 was 
initiated on the basis of any in- 
formation or specific facts con- 
stituting a threat to internal se- 
curity. 

Among examples cited was the 
launching of an investigation ‘by 
the FBI, involving wire-tapping 
and personal surveillance, when 
it was learned in 1947 that the 
individual involved has played 
tennis five years earlier at the 
Russian consulate in Los Angeles. 
At that time the United States 
and Russia were allies against 
Germany. The tennis match in- 
formation, said the guixi, was 
considered so important that the 
FBI brought a picture of the sus- 
pect to their confidential inform- 
ant who had reported the inci- 
dent, in order that a positive 
identification could be made. 


A Czech citizen, said the guild 
report, was investigated by the 
FBI because he was reported to 
be pro-Russian, after coming to 
this country to serve on a Czech 
delegation. An American sub- 
ject was investigated because it 
appeared that he “was connected 
with some pro-Israel organization 
which was sending representa- 
tives to various parts of the 
world,” said the guild, osten- 
sibly quoting the FBI report it- 
self. Still another example, the 
guild said. was the compilation 
of a dossier on a famous actor 
and his wife because FBI in- 
formants and newspaper reports 
showed they had taken part in 
the activities of various progres- 
sive organizations’ beginning in 
1939. 

No one questions the right and 
duty of the FBI to investigate 
threats to internal security, said 
the guild. “But one cannot 
escape the conclusion that the 
FBI has seized upon this power 
as a pretext for widespread in- 
vestigation of persons in situa- 
tions having no reasonable rela- 
tion to internal security.” In 
none of the 28 FBI investiga- 
tions made available at the Cop- 
lon trial was there any develop- 
ment of a prima facie case of 
federal offense, it emphasized. 

The FBI reports showgd that 
the agency attached significance, 
said the guild, to criteria such 
as the following: 

Admiring the military feats of 
the Russian Army during World 
War I;

One Saturday before they imposed the blockade, my medical 


officer came to me, sad-faced and perplexed. 
“I’m sorry, colonel,” he said, “but the Russians have cut off 


our milk supply. 


Unless we get that fresh milk, 6000 German 


babies in our sector will be dead by Monday.” 


This news appalled me. I am 

a family man and I could share 
the anguish of the German moth- 
ers and fathers who were faced 
with this dreadful calamity. 


As commandant of the Amer- 
fean sector of Berlin, I could not 
let this happen. 

Violation of Agreement. 

Here is the background: 

The Russians possessed the 
only milk herds in_ Berlin. 
When they captured the city, 
they seized 7000 cows and drove’ 
them over into their sector. 

The German babies in our 
sector were fed with fresh milk 
from these cows, according to 
an agreement whereby we ex- 
changed American flour for 
Russian milk: The Russians 
collected the milk from their 
farms, and every morping I sent 
trucks, loaded with flour, to 
the Russian border te bring 
back the milk. 

The Russians, obviously lay- 
ing the foundation for the gen- 
eral blockade, kicked at this 
agreement. They demanded 
that my trucks collect the milk 
direct from the farms, saving 
them labor and, what is more 
important, precious gasoline. 

I objected; they were getting 
our good flour and it was up to 
them to furnish the milk: An 
agreement is an agreement. The 
result was that our fresh-milk 
supply failed. 

“Can't you give these children 
anything else?” I asked my medi- 
cal-officer desperately. 

“We've got skimmed milk,” he 
replied, “but that’s useless for 
their formula.’ 

I had to admit I was licked. 
There was nothing to do but eat 
crow and submit, for the time be- 
ing, at least. The milk shortage 
was a lesson to me; haps I 
should be grateful to the Rus- 
sians for. providing it so early. 

Later, when the blockade was 
clamped down, I was ready for 
them. No longer were the Ger- 
man babies in my sector in dan- 


ger. 

I had brought in 200 tons of 
condensed milk and 150 tons of 
powdered milk. When the Rus- 
sians screamed to German moth- 
ers over the radio that the Ameri- 
cans couldn’t feed their babies, I 
fought back over the air and in 
the “newspapers with a special 
formula, using prepared milk as 
a substitute for fresh milk. 

Not one of my babies died! 

I left Berlin on Sept. 6, 1949. 
On the parade ground outside 
Truman House stood a guard of 
honor. Since I was: a cavalry 
man, a horse platoon lined up 
with the infantry. Many fellow 
American. officers and representa- 
tive Allied officers were there to 
see me off. 

Rousing Farewell Ceremonies.

“This is my baby you saved 
when the Russians would not 
give us milk,” she told me, 
tears filling her eyes. “We 
will never forget ‘you, sir. 
Goodby and good luck!” 

As the car drove away my wife, 
understandably overjoyed as sae 
was to be returning to the United 
States with our children, was wip- 
ing her eyes. So was I. 


The German mother’s tribute 
was as high a reward as I will 
ever merit. I treasure it. 


“Brute Colonel” to Russians. 

During my four years in Ber- 
lin, I earned a variety of sobri- 
quets from the Russians, mostly 
uncomplimentary. 


At first, I was an American 
“brute colonel,” and later was 
promoted to “brute general.” 


After being an “enenfy of de- 
mocracy,” I achieved the ultimate 
in perverse recognition when I 
was dubbed the “Beast of Ber- 
lin.” But when 1 was leaving 
the city, the British press sof- 
tened theeopprobrium by saying 
that “a legend leaves Berlin.” 


I was returning to the United 
States after four years’ service in 
Germany. On July 2, 1949, Mc- 
Cloy, a lawyer from my home 
town of Philadelphia and former 
president of the United Nations’ 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development, had 
replaced General Lucius D. Clay, 
who had been United States Mili- 
tary governor in Germany since 
shortly after the fall of Berlin. 
Military rule was out; civil rule 
was in. 

He Wanted to Be Friendly. 

For four years I had fought 
the Russians on the tensest, most 
delicate, and most explosive post- 
war frontier in the world. 

Yet I didn’t want to fight them. 
I didn’t go to Berlin with a chip 
on my shoulder. I went there 
with every intention in the world 
of trying to get along with the 
Russians, trying to understand 
them, trying to co-operate with 
them. 

During those four years I was 
deputy, and later commandant of 
the American sector of Berlin and 
head of the Office of Military 
Government, Berlin Sector, ab- 
breviated to OMGBS. 

In this capacity, I was the 
American member of the four- 
man Kommandatura established 
to administer the four areas— 
American, British, French, and 
Russian. The Russian sector was 
the largest, ours came next, and

Outlook 


Wall Street deserves credit for 
sentiment. 


When the stock market sudden- 
ly broke on Thursday, Jan. 12, the 
country was put on notice that 
markets —and business —can go 
down as well as up. Until then, 
the rich forecasts for the New 
Year combined with President 
Truman’s “promise” of a 300- 
billion-dollar national output in 
1954 (as against 255 billion today) 
left the impression that 1950 was 
“in the bag.” 

The stock market, itself, was 
partly responsible for this high 
optimism. It had risen almost} P©° 
uninterruptedly since June. So 
the rapid drop in prices provided 
a timely reminder of the bearish 
factors at work in the economy: 


Even Sloan Sees Buyers’ Market. 


1, The most urgent part of 
postwar industrial expansion has 
been completed. Business expen- 
ditures on new plant and equip- 
ment in the first quarter are ex- 
pected to run at an annual rate 
of $15,280,000,000, which would 
compare with a $17,840,000,000 
rate in the first quarter of last 
year. 

2. The most urgent housing 
requirements have been met. 
In 1949, more than a million 
new homes were started, an.all- 
time high, on top of the near- 
record of 931,000 homes in 

1948. (The previous all-time 
high was 937,000 in 1925.) Ob- 
viously, doubled-up families are 
being accommodated. 

3. All consumer soft-goods lines 
have caught up with demand— 
shoes, clothing, sheets, bedding. 
This January there was never any 
question about department stores 
having White Goods sales. Stores 
could get plenty of merchandise 
to offer. 

4. Likewise the supply of major 
consumer durable goods is up to 
demand. True, television produc- 
tion is booming. But that’s still 
a new industry. But autos are 
finally plentiful. Even General 
Motors Chairman Alfred P. Sloan 
is willing to concede that G.M. 
cars will be in a buyers’ market 
by midyear. 

5. Foreign purchases of 
United States goods continue to 
fall off. In November, exports 
at $836,000,000 were at the 
lowest level in a year. Deval- 
ulation of foreign currencies, 
notably the British pound, has 
made the United States mar- 
ket “less attractive” to foreign 
buyers. At the same time, 
ECA’s plan to reduce its aid 
will accentuate the world dol- 
lar shortage. 

6. Consumer income has 
stopped rising. The work week 
is one hour shorter than a year 
ago and average weekly earnings 
are running just under $55, as 
against more than $55 a year 
ago. At the same time, farm in- 
come is off.

REAL PERIL IN 1950 IS UNDUE OPTIMISM

EOPLE haven't suddenly become pessimistic. But somehow the 
fierce effulgence of New Year’s optimism has lost shine—like 
the tinsel now stored away for next year’s Christmas tree. And 


this ever-so-slight downturn in 


ing is dropping. Food prices are 
as, along with clothing and 

furnishings. But expendi- 
fener on fuel, electricity and re- 
frigeration are up. Likewise 
rents. Now that. better housing 
is available, people are spending 
more for it, which will tend to 
cut down on the dollars available 
for other things—autos, gadgets, 
furniture, and in some cases, per- 
haps foods. Not only that, but 
gradual decontrol permits in- | 
creases in rents, even when 

people cy in the same place. 
The Optimistic Story. 

So much for the debits. Here’s 
the case for optimism: 

1. Veterans insurance pay- 
ments, amounting to $2,800,000,- 
000, will give retailing a shot in 
the arm. The heavy sales of 
furniture reported at the Chicago 
wholesale markets may be in an- 
ticipation of veterans’ purchases. 

2. Business inventories are 
still low as the result of (a) re- 
trenchment during the forepart of of 
1949 and (b) the coal and steel 
strikes. This applies particularly 
to durable goods. 

. Heavy public works oroj- 
ects — highways, schools, water 
systems, bridges, dams, etc. — 
will prevent any important drop 
in the construetion industry. And 
in America, you're not apt to 
have a. bust if construction em- 
ployment is high. 

One thing seems reasonably 
certain about 1950. It won’t get 
inte the nice, neat New Year’s 
day pattern forecasters set for 
it. The forecasts were so unani- 
mously optimistic for the first 
half and so equall} dubious 
about the second half that al- 
ready business men are plan- 
ning their courses of action ac- 
cordingly. They’re likely to get 
ready for the uncertajnty in 
the second half by retrench- 
ing in February and March. 
Men who survive in business 
have learned, by trial and er- 
ror, to duck early. 

That would imply a delayed 
repetition of last year’s pattern: 
Business fell off in the first half 
and recovered in the second half. 
That, incidentally, would be all 


|to the good. The real peril in 


1950 is not over-pessimism but 
undue optimism—heavy specula- 
tive purchases by manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers, and con- 
sumers alike in the first half. 
That could leave the economy 
overbought by July or August and 
ready for a real downturn or de- 
pression.

HERE is one important kettle

REA, instead of having blanket 
authority, as it has had since 
1936, to grant loans to farmer 
co-ops for the construction of 
generating plants and transmis- 
sion lines, would be required to 
get congressional approval for 
each individual project. REA Di- 
rector Claude Wickard charges 
this is a private utility maneuver 
to cripple the REA program. 

He contends the _ restriction 
would enable “hostile interests” 
to either kill or delay REA loans 
by obstructive tactics in Congress. 


Other Administration power 
chiefs are branding the bills as 
the “most serious threat” to REA 
since its establishment.

STRANGE COINCIDENCE —

The Saar to the Fore 


The Saar has joined the list of relatively 
minor irritations which West Germany's politi, 
cians seem determined to blow up into fester- 
ing sores. France wants to lease Saar coal mines 
for 50 years, a move which would tie the area 
to France even more tightly than it now is bound 
through a customs union. German politicians 
are objecting. 

What the Saarlanders think about it is un- 
certain. Undoubtedly many of them agree with 
their premier, Johannes Hoffman, who says they 
don’t want to be German again. But similar 
remarks were made before the plebiscite in 
1935, in which residents of the area voted over- 
whelmingly to join forces with Hitler’s Ger- 
many. 

At the moment, it is West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, of the plurality Christian 
Democratic Union party, who is spearheading

plan. But it was Kurt Schumacher of the op- 
position and theoretically internationalist So- 


' cial Democratic party who started thé whole 


thing. In what looked like a bold-faced bid for 
as many votes as he could find, Schumacher 
made the Saar’s detached and autonomous state, 
pending a final peace treaty, one of the major 
issues of his party’s election campaign last sum- 
mer. 

For foreigners who were disturbed by the 
Social Democrats’ appeal to Germans’ temporar- 
ily dormant nationalism, Schumacher and his 
lieutenants had a glib reply. The Communists 
were using nationalism, they said. So was the 
chauvinist, irresponsible right wing, which So- 
cial Democrats allege is being financéd with 
Russian money. Social Democrats thought it 
important, consequently, to identify German na-' 
tionalism with their brand of democracy, they 
said. 

But German nationalism, as has been amply 
demonstrated, is as dangerous a bear when 
grasped by the tail as the Russian. There is 
another, and equally apt, old saw about letting 
sleeping dogs lie. And sleeping nationalism was 
until Germany’s politicians began stirring it up 
for their ends. 

Instead of’concentrating on trying to find so- 
lutions to the imme and thus far largely un- 
touched domestic problems of the country, West 
Germany’s politicians are taking advantage of 
the rump state’s strategic position. They are 
playing off the Western Allies against the Rus- 
sians in the time-honored manner of Talleyrand, 
whos¢ similar tactics restored France to its po- 
sition as a world power after the Napoleonic 
adventure. |

late. 
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Uses for a Nuisance 


Fly-ash disposal in St. Louis should be stimu- 
lated by new emphasis on discoveries that this 
present-day nuisance can be put to useful pur- 
poses. It has been employed in the manufacture 
of concrete, bricks, read-building materials and 
other commodities by the Bituminous Coal Re- 
search Agency, at Pittsburgh. All the fly ash 
produced in the nation would be usefully con- 
sumed if all the cement that is mixed contained 
10 per cent of it in the mixture, members of 
the American Society of Mechanical Engineers 
estimate. ‘ 

Once again ingenuity turns waste into value. 
There was a good example of the same sort of 
thing when the operators of copper smelters 
began capturing the sulphur that had fumed 
out and denuded the Copper Basin of Tennessee. 
They made sulphuric acid as a by-product. In 
some years the by-product earned more than 
the copper. The samé sort of ingenuity paid 
dividends at Milwaukee when sewage was turned 
into fertilizer and sold. 

Right here at home, fly ash is a nuisance. It 
is being abated. But the process should be 
speeded along by the Pittsburgh demonstration 
that abatement can be good, profitable business 
as well as a good health measure and good neigh- 
borliness. Industrialists who are polluting Mis- 
souri’s streams might also take occasion to ask 
themselves whether a little ingenuity on their 
parts might not show that they are wasting 
profits as well as natural resources. 
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Churchill and the Socialists 


Even though all campaign speeches should be 
taken with the usual grain of salt, Winston 
Churchill may be right when he says that So- 
cialism is “a mistaken political philosophy and 
largely obsolete mode of thought.” ‘There are 
plenty of Europeans who believe otherwise; 
who believe that there can be no capitalism 
without capital, and that Socialism is their one 
best hope. But it is good that they should be 
challenged, that they should be forced to re- 
examine and to defend their ideas. 

Mr. Churchill, however, shoots over the tar- 
get when he declares that Socialism is ‘the weak- 
est defense against Communism.” Nobody hates 
a Communist as a Socialist does. To a Euro- 
pean Socialist, Communism is the worst of 
heresies. He was fighting against Stalinism when 
many a good capitalist believed that it might be 
possible to get along with the Kremlin. Indeed, 
there are those who feel that this may still be 
possible, given some new people in the Kremlin, 
But there are no Socialists among them. 

Granted that Socialism like Commitnism has 
its early roots in Karl Marx, it has so deviated 
from what is now considered to be the pure 
doctrine that the change must be considered not 
merely one of degree, but also one of kind.

For a Better Health Bill 
By way of the Geneva correspondent of the 
New York Times comes word that Federal Se 
curity Administrator Oscar Ewing plans to pro- 
pose some changes in the Administration's na- 
tional health legislation. These will be based 
on what Mr. Ewing has learned about such sys- 
tems in Europe, and they will be announced in 
detail on his return to the United States. 
Some changes in the pending bill certainly 
are in order. Indeed, they are expected. Sen- 
ator Murray, one of its sponsors, has indicated 
several times that it was introduced as a basis 
for debate and refinement, and not as a meas- 
ure perfect in every detail. Other proponents 
have indicated they are willing to put it into 
effect in easy stages. 
One guiding principle ought to be kept in 


mind in this connection. The measure is not in-~ 


tended, as its opponents charge, to “socialize” 
American medical practice. Its real purpose 
should be a nation-wide insurance plan which 
will enable all Americhns to meet the high cost 


of modern medical treatment when they need it. 


In other words, it should not be a bill to dragoon 


. doctors, but a measure to conserve human re- 


sources. 

It would be less than honest fo pretend that 
adoption of such a plan will have no effect on 
doctors. But it will be by no means as calamitous 
as some of them pretend. Considering that col- 
lections are many a doctor’s worst headache, it 
will not be without its economic benefits to the 
profession. The best way for intelligent doctors 
to make sure that it will be more to their lik- 
ing is to co-operate in its revision. This is their 
big chance. 

One suggested change, however, seems to be 
of dubious value. That is the one proposed by 
Senator Douglas of Illinois. He would have all 
of us taxed for the support of the system, but 
he would allow it to aid only those faced by ex- 
traordinary medical expenses. A family would 
have to pay out of its own pocket the first $150 
of such expenses, or 5 per cent of the family 
income, whichever is lower. This would be a 
temptation to collusion on the part of doctor 
and patient. Mr. Ewing has found that out in 
Europe. Also we doubt whether the American 
people would accept a tax from which they 
might not benefit.

Maj. Gen. Maxwell Taylor, United States 
commandant in Berlin, seems to have the cool 
head his job requires. In the frequently over- 
heated atmosphere of the divided former capital 
of Germany, not all Allied and German admin- 
istrators have always responded with equal calm- 
ness and wisdom to Russian and Communist 
goads.

The group 
has just released its findings in a 50-page 
report, and the result is a document which 
is as refreshing for its plain speaking as 
it is for its hard-headed common sense.

And it is equally forthright 
in setting down its views on such theo- 
retically or politically controversial issues 
as money rates, the budget, proposals for a 
return to the gold coin standard, control 
over the price of gold, and subsidies to 
the silver producers. ; 


Senator Douglas’ observation on the Jast- 
named subject at his press conference 
conveys the flavor of the committee’s find- 
ings as well, perhaps, as anything in the 
document itself. “There are only 16 rea- 
sons,” said he, “for continuing the silver 
subsidy.” These are “the 16 Senators 
from the Western Mountain states.” 


With the rise in the public debt to more 
than a quarter of a trillion dollars, debt 
“management” today represents a problem 
of serious dimensions. There is nothing 
surprising, therefore, in the fact that 
Treasury views in the field of monetary 
policy should frequently run counter to 
those held by the Federal Reserve authori- 
ties. But no country can have two agencies 
determining policy in that field, and un- 
fortunately that has been the situation in 
Washington for a long time. 


It has, as a matter of fact, been worse 


Treasury.” The Douglas committee rightly 
takes the position that the Treasury, whose 
views must invariably be colored by a 
natural bias in favor of easy money, should 
operate, in its debt management function, 
within the structure’ of interest rates 
which the Reserve authorities regard as 
appropriate in the prevailing economic 
situation. 


“The freedom of the Federal Reserve to 
restrict credit and raise interest rates for 
general stabilization purposes,” declare 
the authors gf this report,“‘should be re- 
stored, even if the cost should prove to be 
4 significant increase in the _ service 
charges on the federal debt.” 


The committee ‘not only takes the posi- 
tion that the function of the Reserve Sys- 
tem cannot be split up and passed around 
among the various financial departments 
and bureaus of the Government; it also ex- 
presses a strong preference for monetary 
and credit management over specific 
forms of “controls” as an instrument for 
stabilizing the economy. The former, it 
believes, “are much more compatible with 
the maintenance of democracy and free 
competitive enterprise than would be the 
only alternative—a complex harness of 
director controls.” 


* While noting that a deficit in the fed- 
eral budget is probably inevitable in times 
of depression, the Douglas committee 
frankly deplores the idea of budgetary un- 
balance “in periods of prosperity.” 


On the subject of the gold coin standard, 
recurrently advocated by some monetary 
theorists, the group declares: “There is no 
reason to believe that a requirement of re- 
deemability into gold would promote wise 
monetary and credit policies; in fact, past 
experience indicates that it would at times 
endanger such policies, for gold drains 


cen be induced by deflation, as well as by ‘ 


ipfiation.” The committee does recommend, 
however, that Congress review existing 
legislation relating to the power to change 
the price of gold. If there is any doubt 
that this power resides in Congress, and 
Congress alone, the committee believes 


that doubt should be removed as promptly — 


as possible. 

The report deals with a number of less- 
er questions of policy than these, as well.

A Serious Doubt. 


The Hays substitute would set 
up a minorities employment bu- 
reau in the Department of Labor.

It seems to me that these are 
both valid compromises that an 
honest man could vote for with- 
out any suspicion of evasion or 
face-saving.

alcohol was presumably legislated 
out of existence. 

Changes are coming very fast 
and traditional patterns are being 
swiftly altered. An important 
case is soon to be heard by the 
Supreme Court involving a charge 
brought by Elmer W. Henderson, 
a Negro employe of the Presi- 
dent’s wartime Fair Employment 
Practices Committee. Traveling 
in the South on official business, 
Henderson was denied a place in 
a dining car because the table 
ordinarily reserved for Negroes 
was occupied by white passengers. 


Far-Reaching Tides. 


Solicitor General Philip B. Perl- 
man has filed an extraordinary 
brief in which he _ attacks the 
whole concept of “separate but 
equal” facilities that has pre- 
vailed with considerable sanction 
from the courts. The very idea of 
separate facilities or separate 
rights, the brief says, is in itself 
a negation of the full and com- 
plete possession of privileges and 
immunities of citizenship. 


The tides of change can never 
be halted by a flat refusal to 
admit that they exist. But they 
can be channeled in such a way 
as to bring acceptance by almost 
everyone, and acceptance can 
mean progress and a lessening 
of harmful tensions.

Wouldn't it be silly to expect your child to become a 
great musician just because you purchased an expensive 
piano and left it sitting in the living room for the 18 or 20 
years that your child is in the home? It is no more foolish, 
however, than to stand in front of him doing chores which 
he “should” assume. 

In both the piano and the domestic chore situations, you 
must “teach” the youngster specifically what to do, or he 
will not adopt the proper habits. 

Don’t kid yourself into believing. that your child will 
learn to be an efficient housekeeper just because you slave 
14 hours per day keeping your own home spotless.

Differing Views on Crime in Kansas City 


Government. Prosecutor Calls It 
Key City in the Rackets, Local 
Officials Minimize Gang Threat

tivities of gamblers and gang- 

sters come forcibly to the 
attention of the average Kansas 
City citizen. Murders are re- 
ported in the newspapers but 
usually after a day or two, in- 
terest drops, unless the victim is 
a flashy racketeer tke Wolf C. 
Rimann. 


Until recent years, most gang 
activity had been confined to the 
Italian North Side, but now 
crimes of violence occur in all 
sections of the city. 

In the past, and to a certain 
extent today, one of the principal 
causes of crime was the fact that 
persons of Italian descent were 
crowded together in the North 
Side, where opportunities for 
jobs and education were limited 
and where families invariably 
were poor. The only profitable 
occupation was crime. Many en- 
tered it. 

Aside from a latent’ prejudice 
against Italians, Kansas  Cit- 
ians are friendly, convivial and 
proud of their bustling city, 
which is celebrating its centen- 
nial this year. In restaurants and 
hotels, the visitor finds a far 
friendlier atmosphere than in cit- 
jes like St. Louis, Chicago or 
New York. Waitresses ask if you 
enjoyed your dinner; hotel clerks 
want to know if your room is 
perfectly satisfactory. In this city 
of wide boulevards, fine parks, 
handsome public buildings, big 
department stores and : beautiful 
residential districts, there is lit- 
tle outward evidence of crime. 

But an experienced Government 
prosecutor says: “Kansas City ap- 
pears to be a gathering place for 
criminals from all over the United 
States. It is a key city in the 


‘rackets. It ties in with New York, 


Chicago, Miami and Los Angeles. 
oe City is a very important 
nk.” 

Local officials, on the other 
hand, are inclined to minimize or 
ignore the threat to Kansas City. 

Prosecuting Attorney Henry H. 
Fox Jr., who has been in office 
only a year and who is said to 
have five adherents of political 
leader Charles Binaggio on his 
staff, told the writer. 

“No organized gangs are ac- 
tive here now. There is a threat 
of renewed gang activity and we 
have had an increase in robberies, 
assaults and some other types of 
But there are no slot 
machines here, although hundreds 
of them are right across the river 
in Kansas City, Kan. There is 
no organized gambling, no pros- 
titution to speak of.” 

=x * * 
HE president of the police 
board, Jacob L. (Tuck) Milli- 
gan, influential friend of Bi- 
naggio, agrees with Prosecutor 
Fox that the crime situation here 
is .well in hand. 

Milligan told the writer: “I 
feel the criminal situation is not 
so bad. 

“Those unsolved murders? 
Why, only three were really gang 
killings. I don’t think Lt. 
(Charles) Welch was correct in 
saying that only one gang killing 
ever was solved here and that 
almost all the unsolved murders 
were by gangs. The police are 
doing a good job in holding down 
sex crimes; no little girls have 
been murdered.” 

Asked about Police Superin- 
tendent Thomas J. Higgins, who 
was detective chief during the 
Pendergast era and who was 
brought back to the force by Mil- 
ligan and by Police Commissioner 
Sheridan Farrell, another Binag- 
gio friend, Miligan said: 

“Higgins and your St. Louis 
Chief of Detectives Leonard 
Murphy are the two best detec- 
tives in the United States. Hig- 
gins is not going to be chief be- 
cause he is too old. But he had 
an excellent record and he’s a 
fine police officer.” 

Chief of Police Henry W. John- 
son, another who feels the crime 
situation is under control, told 
the writer: “Kansas City is tight 
as the skin on a coconut. There 
are just a few sneak handbooks 
but most of those are over in 
Kansas. Sure you can place a 
bet—if you go in a phone booth 
and call a bookie. No city can 
stop that.” 

Johnson was willing to talk 
about Kansas City’s gangsters, the 
Mafia, the Capone syndicate and 
racing news distribution, but only 


off-the-record basis. He 
: “We have one of the 
finest traffic records in the coun- 
try. And one night this week we 


' doesn’t sound like this is a hot 


town, does it?” 

Chief of Detectives Frank Col- 
lins told the reporter that one 
problem on the force was to get 
patrolmen to turn in tips on 
“what might be-in the wind.” 
Collins explained all investiga- 
tions jare handled by detectives. 
As a result, Collins said, “pa- 
trelmen are not interested very 


much in investigations. They don’t 


bring in tips or else they don't 
know what we're working on.” 

He cited the recent arrest by 
the FBI of William Harvey 
Flowers, notorious ex-convict, 
who had been living quietly in 
Kansas City for 16 months. “The 
policeman on the beat probably 
didn’t know Flowers was wanted 
as a fugitive,” Collins said. 
“Flowers was running a chili par- 
lor here. One day five heavily- 
armed FBI agents swooped down 
on him downtown and arrested 


him.”

FEDERAL agent pointed out 

that Flowers lived only 15 

minutes’ distance from police 
headquarters, kept a big Cadillac 
parked in front of his house, was 
a known criminal, was not work- 
ing, had $10,000 in a safe deposit 
box—and yet was left alone by 
the city police. 

Flowers was arrested for par- 
ticipating in a $221,000 jewelry 
burglary in Richmond, Va., big- 
gest in 10 years in the United 
States. The theft apparently was 
plotted in Kansas City, Govern- 
ment agents said. Henry W. 
Bostelman, St. Louis ex-convict, 
also living quietly, was arrested 
in St. Louis by FBI agents for 
alleged participation in the same 
burgalry. . 

Another person arrested was 
Mrs. Robert A. Pinkerman, at- 
tractive mother of three chil- 
dren, wife of a known Kansas 
City gangster, who had no job 
but owned a big Cadillac. Pinker- 
man was arrested later. 

The government, agent cited 
these arrests as examples of what 
he regards as the worst feature 
of the Kansas City crime situa- 


‘tion today. He said this city was 


a mecca for hoodlums. The police 
board and Chief Johnson, he con- 
tinued, were “vacillating.” They 
failed to “crack down” on the po- 
lice force to get strict law en- 
forcement, he asserted. 

Circuit Judge Allen C. South- 
ern, in asking a Jackson county 
grand jury to investigate the long 
list of unsolved murders last May, 
said commercialized gambling 
and controversy over exclusive 
control of liquor: distribution are 
the chief incentives to “gang 
killings and general lawlessness” 
in Kansas City. 

With some asperity, the vet- 
eran judge told the jurors: “‘While 
the police administration is to be 
congratulated for its effectual ef- 
forts in checking death and de- 
struction by traffic violators, no 
explanation has been offered for 
its failure to protect the public 
from murderous gangs and their 
appointed agents of death.” 

The jury returned no indict- 
ments and failed to. shed any 
light on the unsolved crimes. In 
its report, the jury urged that a 
crime commission be formed 
without delay. That is being done 
now. 

“An aroused citizenry is 


needed,” the jury said, “to an- 
swer the challenge of certain

groups in our city. This grand 
jury feels there is little evidence 
of active, but a great quantity 
of evidence of potential organized 
crime and vice.” 

Dissatisfied with the jury’s re- 
port, Judge Southern lashed out 
at the police and at Sheriff Jean 
A. Purdome, Prosecutor Fox and 
his predecessor, James G. Kim- 
brell. 

The crimes investigated by the 

grand jury, Judge Southern as- 
sorted. “apparently are beyond 
the power—or beyond the will of 
our law enforcement officers to 
solve.” 

Judge Southern strongly rec- 
ommended another county grand 
jury investigation of the crimes, 


but no other circuit judge has | 


seen fit to ask a new grand jury 
to resume the inquiry. 

However, two United States 
grand juries are at work inves- 
tigating crime in this area and 
ties between Kansas City gangs 
and those of other cities. The 
inquiry, aimed at the nation-wide 
syndicates dominated by the New 
York Frank Costello gang and 
the Chicago Capone gang, was 
started on orders from President 
Truman.

EANWHILE, the Kansas City 

Crime Commission, formed 

to “assist police in stemming 
the rising crime rate,” is raising 
money to begin its work. It has 
the blessings of the Chamber of 
Commerce, Real Estate Board, 
Kansas City Star, Bar Associa- 
tion, the Mayor, the Prosecutor 
and many others. An American 
Legion crime prevention commit- 
tee also has been formed re- 
cently. 

Formation of the two groups 
was not greeted with universal 
huzzahs. For. example, Police 
Commissioner Farrell told the 
writer: ;

I can’t understand the need for 
it. And that Crime Commission— 
why is it being formed?

gambling games downtown and 
elsewhere in the city, although 
not on the vast scale of the Tom 
Pendergast-John Lazia era. 

In Kansas City, Binaggio has 
gained a fairly strong measure 
of control over the police depart- 
ment. Two of his political asso- 
ciates on the police board appear 
to dominate that board. They 
have brought in Higgins as super- 
intendent, with rank equal to that 
of police chief: have brought 
back, several officers with politi- 
cal influence, and have sought to 
protect “reputations” of known 
Sangsters by withholding their 
pictures and records from publi- 
cation. . 

In St. Louis, a similar effort 
was made by a group headed by 
State Senator Edward J. (Jelly- 
roll) Hogan to gain control over 
the police force. But hard- 
headed William L.  Holzhausen, 


the political unknown who was 
appointed president of the police 


board, supported by a public 
fully-informed by the press of the 
Hogan effort, headed off a police 
shakeup demanded by Hogan. 
The Hogan group wanted to 
demote Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell, wanted to transfer or 
demote the head of the gambling 
squad, the police inspector and 
all captains who enforced gam- 
bling laws strictly. But Holz- 
hausen, with public support, has 
resisted political pressure and re- 
tained O’Connell and the others. 
Two of the four police board 
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sas City, have strong political 
ties. But in Kansas City, the 
Binaggio machine is getting its 
way; in St. Louis, the Hogan 
element is not.

N Kansas City, the record for 

solving gang murders is poor. 

However, police pointed to 
marked reductions in crimes of 
violence in the first six months of 
1949, compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1948. There 
were far fewer murders in St. 
Louis, on the basis of population, 
than in Kansas City, but for other 
serious crimes Kansas City’s rec- 
ord appears to be better. 

A key figure in the situation 
in both cities is Gov. Forrest 
Smith. Gamblers are waiting 
throughout the state for - some 
sign that would indicate they can 
go ahead. So far, the governor 
has been a disappointment to the 
gamblers by giving no sign that 
they can open up. 

The Binaggio machine has won 
partial control of the city election 
system and a large share of con- 
trol in Jackson county.
